4 SIVIC CENTER SUGGESTION 


‘ Richmond’s Civie Center and the tocation of 
the city building and seat of municipal govern- 
ragpt ‘is a question which continually bobs up 
and proves an interesting topic of discussion 
among the-citizens. The real estate men have 
also banked considerably. upon that problem of 
taunicipal settlement, and have moved the city

Next. came the indomitable 
7 ‘George Wall. who always sleeps with one. eye 
open, when he sleeps‘ at all. which is not much 
or often, and offered a civic center site to the 
eity. This was accepted, same qs the Cutting site 
had been some years ago, and there the matter 
stands.

The latest suggestion along these lines is that 
it- would, be a good scheme for the city to buy 
‘the big Lincoln school property and building on 
Tenth Street, between Macdonald avenue and 
Bissell, and that the school board take the money 
thus received and build further out somewhere 
on property not so valuable for business pur- 
’ poses. 

When it comes to a final settlement of this 
more or less vexed problem, it has to be decided 
by a vote of the people, so at this time it is im- 
possible to make a good guess as to what may be 
the final outcome. There is no question or doubt 
‘but what the big Lincoln school building and 
grounds would make a fine municipal home, all 
right, and the location is ideal, but there would 
be many things to consider, among them being 
the ruffling of the feelings of the enterprising 
and energetic real estate boosters who have spent 
s0 many sleepless nights building civic centers 
for the municipality. Maybe we ean build one big 
one, centrally located, and two or three branch 
establishments, so all will be satisfied. One thing 
is. certain, and that is, when Richmond gets 
money to establish a civic center it must. be a 
; good one, and in keeping with the well known 
fact that in-a-few years this is to be a city of 
metropolitan dimensions and importance.
